The current meeting of Commonwealth flitance 
miniiters at Accra hat rather accentuated the fean 
that It wHl be difficult to keep the Commonwealth 
going If Britain, the eenlor partner. Uke* up new 
political and economic alltancea. 

It has been reported that Trade Minister Heea 
said that Britain must chooae between Ok 
wealth and the Common Market, but It should be 
noted that the Accra meetings are being held behind 
oiiwit ihiori. and Prime Minister Diefenbaker haa 
questioned If this b what Mr. Heea actually said, and 
told the rnmmnm that this certainly was not the view 
of the Canadian government. 

At the same time It b clear that the Canadian 
mlnbters are now ntaldng a Ann stand against 
Britain's forthcoming negotiaUons with the Common 
Market countries, on the grounds that It would funda¬ 
mentally change the economic and poUOeal relation- 
alilps within the Commonwealth. 

It b rather strange that whlta the government 
Une b stiffening, leading Canadian businessmen are 
adopting the altitude that Britain must Joint the 
Common Market to survive, and that It should be the 
prime duty of the Canadbn government to make the 
best deal it can on that assumption ... In other words 
to do what It can to save the system of Imperial Tariff 
Preference, so vital to many Canadian litduatries. 

Mr. R. M. Fowler, president of the Canadian Pulp 
and Paper A.<isocbtion, whose industry b the second 
largest exporter in Canada, presenU thb typical, if 
aeifbh, view. 

He urges that Canada should recognize Britain's 
trading difficulties and accept the Common Market 
altuatioir, but should aim to ensure that Canadbn 
pulp and paper should be admitted duty free, not only 
in Britain, as now, but also Into the other Common 
Blarket countries. 

Another Canadian, Mr. Eric W. Klerans, presi¬ 
dent of the Montreal and Canadbn Stock Exchanges, 
says Canada caiuiot expect Britain to continue in a 
declining Commonwealth trade aixl that Canada 
should apply to become an aaaocbte otember of th* 
Common Market 

White It b true that there b not much use hold¬ 
ing on to Imperial Preference if Britain, the chief 
buyer of ComnKxrwealth, b to became Impoverished 
by doing so, there b still the sentimental tie of the 
Commonwealth to consider, and for many that far 
transcends the economic aspects.

In gaidens where it is desirable 
to plant bulbs annually In Ihe same 
bed* It may he necessary to mange 
the soil or to treat the beds with 
Formalin or other fumigani bcfuie 
planting Advk-e rrgardbtg such 
ireaiments may be obtained from 
Ihe S.iatt'i-hion Kxpi-iimenlal farm 
or from dietnet hoHjvuliinists.
